Fall River Weavers Happy

The mill operatives in Pall River, espec- 


ially the weavers, had much at stake on 
the result of the recent suit of Walsh 
against the Hargraves mills, says the Fall 
River Herald. A loss of the suit meant a 
continuance of the fining system, which 
has grown in such degree that there is 
hardly a fault committed by an employe 
for which mill overseers have not been 
able to retaliate in the shape of a fine. 


Overseers have been in the habit of fin- 


ing their help foi everything for which the 
latter might be responsible during working 
hours. The breaking of windows have time 
again been liquidated by stopping the 
amount that will more than equal the dam- 
age done out of the pay of the help. 


For tbe breaking of a hand brush em- 


ployes declare they are docked 15 cents, 
notwithstanding the fact that the mill 
buys the brushes at three cents each at 
wholesale quantities. Injury to the ma- 
chinery, if there is the slightest chance of 
affixing any blame on those who super- 
vise its operation, is met with a fine, and 
in all these and similar cases the amoun 
deducted from the wages is marked "s. q.' 


"WTiich Means Second Quality. 


The amendment to the fines bill passed 


through the efforts of er-Representative 
Delaney distinctly states that no fines 
shall be inflicted except for imperfections 
in a weaver's own work, and chat no fines 
shall be levied unless the imperfections 
complained of are first exhibited to the 
person whose wages are to be affected and 
the amount of fines is agreed upon by 
both parties. 


There are times when a weaver is fined 


lor somebody's else bad work, when a talk 
between the overseer and the employe 
would have shown where the fault really 
lay. 
The amendment secured through Mr. 


Delaney's efforts was intended to take 
away some of the power of an overseer, 
make him no longer the entire judge and

"Weaver May Not Be to Blame. 


"• With all these difficulties to contend 
with, a weaver can hardly be expected to 
turn out perfect cloth, especially at the 
speed at which the looms are now run. 
When the gears are out of order the take- 
up motion 13 liable to cause thick places in 
the cloth, and this invariably costs the 
•weaver a dollar or more.

system of fining has been carried on by

WABHIXQTON', March 10.—Undoubtedly 


there will be a determined effort when the 
tariff bill reaches the senate to have the 
Income tax feature eliminated, and it 
looks as if the Democratic senators who 
tre not satisfied with the bill would 
tnako thin portion of it their ohiof point 
of attack. 


Senator Hill will lead off in the assault 


upon the income tax and he probably will 
be supported by Senators Smith, Brice. 
Murphy and a few other Democratic 
senators, ae well aa by a majority of tha 
Republican senators. The opponents of 
the tax claim that the bill will provide 
sufficient rerenue to meet the require- 
ments of the government without the 
additional amount which the levy on in- 
come would Rive, and that because of 
this fact there is no longer any excuse 
for it 


Tho majority, if not all tha Democratic 


members of the finance committee, will 
hold out stubbornly for the tax. One of 
them has said that he believes it to be the 
moat popular feature of the bill, and while 
they would expect to lose some Demo- 
cratic votes on an amendment to strike 
out this portion ot the bill, they would 
get the votes of all three of the Populist 
senators and of about 10 of the Republi- 
can senators. 


Hard to Get Opinions. 


There was less disposition among sena- 


tors and especially among members of the 
nuance committee to discuss tha tariff 
situation than at any time within the 
past month. 


Senators Allison, Sherman and Alflrich, 


Republican members of the committee, 
expressed no opinions when they received 
the bill, but there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will adhere to their deter- 
mination, expressed previously, to ask a 
full explanation from the Democratic 
members of the changes made in the 
tariff system by the pending measure.

have 
heretofore 
expressed 
the 


opinion, that if this request should bo 
granted it would be impossible to report 
the bill for three wegks after its receipt. 


The Democratic members, who by rea-

Mr. Editor: 1 wrote to your valuable

How to Keep Lamps Clean. 


The lamps should be wiped with 


cheesecloth. The wicks should be trim- 
med with the, sharp edge of a visiting 
card or with a poker, heated rodhot 
and passed over tho wick.

Connecting with these stings 
in the bee is a tube which runs to the reser- 
voir of poison. The small orifice from 
which this poison issues is near the point. 
Another feature of this sting is the fact 
that along its surface are minute barbs 
turning backward from the point. These 
points cause the sting to work farther into 
flesh and are what causes the sting to be so 
difficult to lemove. 


This feature is better illustrated by the 


stinging hairs of the caterpillar, Empretia 
stimulre. It will be readily understood 
how these hairs would work into a wound 
after they once got a start. They are barbed 
an o\\ s, and the sensation of them crowding 
into the flesh at every movement is not 
pleasant.

Cream Chocolates and Fig Paste. 


Put the white of an egg and an equal quan 


tity of cold water into a bowl, flavor with 
vanilla and beat until frothy. Sift in suffi- 
cient confectioners' XXX sugar to make a 
stiff paste, work all together until smooth, 
form into small balls, lay on grooved paper 
and set in a cool, dry place for two cr three 
hours. Put half a pound of chocolate into 
a small tin saucepan and set inwarm watet 
to melt. Put one ball at a time on the end 
of a fork, dip into the melted chocolate un- 
til well covered, drain and slip ontogreased 
paper. Stand in a cool place over night.

A. Fine House Plant.

—ia named by The Housekeeper as one ot 
the best of all house plants, because it will 
nourish in rooms where few other plants) 
will do well. Its thick, leathery leaves en- 
able it tostand dust, dry air and heat, and 
we have but few plants of easier cultiva- 
tion. Give it a rich soil, not too large a pot, 
plenty of water during the growing season 
—that is, enough to keep the soil moist all 
through, but, never wet—a warm place to 
stand in, and it will flourish for years, its 
only enemy being the mealy bug. When it 
once gets to blooming, it will give annually 
a fine crop of flowers, its blooming season 
covering a period of some months. If 
grown on a, trellis, it should be given a 
strong one, lor the leaves are heavy, and 
one of the ordinary sort will not afford the 
plant the support it, requires. 


English Muffins. 


For muffins make » dough of somewhat 


soft consistency with warm milk, allowing 
to every quart of milk 1% ounces of yeast, 
which should first be mixed with the milk. 
Add the beaten whites of 2 eggs and cov- 
er the dough closely before the fire to rise.

Safety In Speed on Railways. 
English exchange says: Another 


striking proof has recenfly been added to 
the already long list of accidents which 
make it certain that there LS safety in ex- 
treme speed on railways. The Great "West- 
ern express, one of the fastest trains in the 
kingdom, came upon the trunk of a tree 50 
feet long which had slid down from the 
embankment. A timid engine driver, see- 
ing such a formidable obstacle as a trunk 5 
feet 6 inches in circumference before him, 
might have shut off steam and put on the 
brakes, when u catastrophe would have 
been inevitable. Fortunately they do not 
employ timid drivers on the Great West- 
ern, and the engine, at a speed of CO miles 
an hour, cut clean through the trunk with 
no worse results than a slight jolting to 
the passengers and some damage to the 
engine guaids and steam pipe.

A Tine Ilouse Plnut. 


The hoya—better known as the wax plant 


—is named by The Housekeeper as one ol 
the best of nil house plants, because it will 
flourish in rooms where few other plants 
will do well. Its thick, leathery leaves en- 
able it to-Btand dust, dry air and heat, nnd 
we have but few plants of easier cultiva- 
tion. Give ic a rich soil, not too large a pot, 
plenty of water during the growing season 
—that is, enough to keep the soil moist all 
through, but. never wet—a warm place to 
stand in, and it will flourish for years, its 
only enemy bcini: the mealy bug. When it 
once sets to.bloomiiiK, it willgivc annually 
ft line crop of flowers, its blooming season 
covering a period of some mouths. If 
grown on a trellis, it should be given n 
strong one, for tho leaves are heavy, and 
one of the ordinary sort will not afford the 
plant the support it requires.

Phil Daly'i I.Ioiito Carlo, Jr., Houst at 


Zjtilie Brunch X*oser by "A Pretty Piece ot 
Work"—The Kew York Banker Kevei 
Undc-rntood Why Holoet SJ.OOOStrnlgHt, j 


To beat a gambling house by under- 


handed schemes is an almost impossible 
thing. All the important gambling es- 
tablishments in this part of the country 
employ men to look outforsuch attempts, 
and the number of times when faro cards 
have been "flxed," cogged hazard dice 
substituted, roulette wheels "corked" or 
any similar frames played successfully by 
gamblers against "the house" can be 
counted on tho fingers of one hand. 
The 


gambler of today must depend on his lucjc 
to cume out ahead of the cards, the dice 
or the wheel. 


Due of tho few schemes and perhaps tha 


most Miccestf ul ever perpetrated on a gam- 
bling honbti ill this part of tho country 
wab worked in Phil Daly's place at Long 
Biancb, known ns Monte Carlo, Jr., by a 
gang of crooks headed by Red Leary, since 
killed on Sixth avenue by a brick which a 
companion of his tossed in the air, and 
by big Frank McCoy, the bank robber. 
The game wus roulette, aud although tha 
affair occurred nearly 10 years ago no ac- 
count o£ it ever was made public, and 
even the chief loser, the late Charles Fred- 
erick \Voerrishoffer, a well known banker 
of this city, never knew of tho crooked 
work that lost him §3,000 within three 
hours. 


When Leary, McCoy and three others, 


one of whom is a well known bunko man, 
iu rived at Long Branch one day that sum- 
mer, a report got abroad that they were go- 
ing to make an organized attempt at rob- 
bing the big safe in Monte Carlo, Jr. Ev- 
ery night five guards slept in tho gambling 
house with loaded shotguns at their heads, 
but they might have spared themselves 
tho trouble. 
The five crooks would coma 


over in the afternoon, lounge about the 
house until evening, when they would 
play, but not heavily, aud generally lose. 
They always played roulette. There came 
a night, however, when they stopped los- 
ing and won enough to make up all their 
louses ten times over. On the afternoon pre- 
vious Phil Daly had noticed McCoy and 
one of tho others taking a great interest 
in the roulette wheel and said to Major 
Crump, whose duty it was to look the ta- 
bles over and see that everything was 
right before play began: 


"Those fellows are up to something. I 


think they're going to try to plug up 
.oine of the numbers in the roulette wheel 
ind then play the adjoining numbers, 
jook out that the wheel isn't corked." 


Crump examined the wheel with partic- 


ular caro that evening, but found nothing 


g. McCoy and Leary didn't come 


around, but two of their pals did, aud they 
Degan playing heavily. About the same 
;irnc Mr. Woerrishoffer, who was a con- 
stant customer, came in and sat down on 
;he other side of the wheel opposite the 
,wo crooks 


"I think I'm going to win tonight," he 


said to Frank Snyder, who was croupier 
on his side. "Give ma 41,000 worth of 
chips. I'll play 0 and. 13." 


He began by putting §20 on each of ths 


numbers nnd watched his coin disappear 
without a w inning. His $1,000 had gone 
,n little more than no time, and neither 6 
nor IS had turned upr 


"They'll turn up pretty soon," he said 


as he bought his second thousand dollars' 
count in chips. "Thirty-five to one, when 


'. hit it, will soon square me." 


But his second thousand went the way 


of the first without either number turning 
up. Still he persisted, insisting that the 
tick would soon come his way hard. 
Meanwhile the crooks on the other side of 
the wheel were playing hep.vily on Nos. S 
and 11, on the first 12, which pays 2 to 1, 
and on the middle column, which pays 
the same, and they were winning on all 
with remarkable persistency as steadily as 
Woerrishoffer, at the other end, was los- 
ing. 
After his fifth thousand had gone 


nnd his numbers had not shown up once, 
Banker Woerrishoffor said to Snyder: 


"Well, Frank, there's no luck for me 


ionight. I've lost ?5,000 on 6 and 13, and 
that's enough for one evening. This isn't 
their night on. I'll try 'em again tomor- 
row." 


•'The luck is at the other end," replied 


Snyder. "Those fellows on the other end 
are hitting us hard." 


The two crooks played on, and still they 


won. Each played the limit every time on 
the middle column and tho first 12, and 
$10 at every turn of the wheel on Nos. 8 
and 11, and so remarkable was their luck 
iliat other smaller caliber players began 
to follow them with ill results to the 
bank. When finally Major Cramp, who 
wns spinning the wheel, called the last 
turn, the two men were about $10,000 
npieco ahead. 
They and the rest of the 


McCoy-Leary gang left Long Branch on 
the following day. 
When tho wheel stop- 


ped, 
Suyder leaned over to Crump and 


whispered: 


•'Neither 0 nor 13 has turned up onco 


tonight. There's something wrong with 
the wheel.'' 


'Can't be!"returned Crump. "Hooked 


it over carefully before the game began. 
I'll swear there isn't a cork in the wheel." 


"Well, let's look it over," suggested 


Snyder, and tho two began to examine the 
wheel. Their investigation failed to dis- 
cover any No. 0 or 13 on the wheel. They 
tried again and found two>Jo. S's nnd two 
ll's. Over No. 6 a square of very fine tis- 
sue, the exact counterpart of No. 8, had 
been set in, and in like manner 11 had 
been substituted for 13. Besides doubling 
the two numbers, this put one extra chance 
in the first 12 and two chances in the mid- 
dle column. Crump turned to Snyder: 


"Now I get onto why those fellows 


played the same numbers right through," 
he said. "They must have fixed the wheel 
this afternoon. It's ns pretty a piece of 
work as I've ever seen, but it'll never go 
np.iin here." 


Daly himself was summoned to examine 


the wheel. He declared that not even the 
best trained eye could have detected the 
•ountcrfeit nnd told his two employees to 
say nothing about it lest it should hurt the 
reputation of the bank. So well did they 
keep the secret that when Woerrishoffer 
died some time later he was still iu igno- 
rance of the reason that the whrel ran so 
Persistently against him on the night that 
he had the remarkable illluck of choosing 
for play the only two numbers not on tha 
wheel.—New York Sun-

Olil llngllali Cookery. 


Down to tho sixteenth century tho ex- 


traordinary mixtures, both us to ingredi- 
ents and seasonings, which prevailed, 
gave an indication of tbe tasteq of the pe- 
riod. Thus blancmange, or, as it is gener- 
ally spelled, blanc-mangor, instead of 
being merely a jolly of milk or cream, was 
formerly composed of tho pouuded flesh of 
poultry, boiled with rico aud milk ot al- 
monds, and sweetened with tiigar, while 
a mixUire of tbe same kind, but colored 
Vvith blood or sandal wood, was called a 
rose. Bnckuade was tbe mime of another 
typical preparation, and thia was made ol 
meat "hewn in gobbots," pounded al- 
monds, raisins, sugar, cinnamon, cloves, 
ginger, onions, milt and fried herbs, thick- 
ened with rice flour aud colored yellow 
with saffron.

The mill operatives in Fall .River, espec- 


ially the weavers, had much at stake on 
tut- result of the recent suit of Walsh 
against the Hargraves mills, says the Fall 
Kiver Herald. A loss of the suit meant a 
continuance of the fining system, •which 
lias grown in such degree that there is 
hardly a fault committed by au employe 
for which mill overseers have not been 
able to retaliate in ihe shape of a ime. 


Overseers have been iu the habit of fin- 


ing their help for everything for which the 
latter might be responsible during working 
hours. The breaking of windows have time 
again been liquidated by stopping the 
amount that will more than equal the dam- 
age done out of the pay of the help. 


For the breaking of a hand brush em- 


ployes declare they are docked 15 cents, 
notwithstanding the fact that the mill 
buys the brushes at three cents each at 
wholesale quantities, injury to the ma- 
chinery, if there is the slightest chance of 
affixing any blame on those who super- 
vise its operation, is met with a fine, and 
in all these and similar cases the amount 
deducted from the wages is marked "s. q." 


"Which Means Second Quality. 


The amendment to the fines bill passed 


through the efforts of ex-Bepresentative 
Delaney distinctly states that no fines 
shall be inflicted except for imperfections 
in a weaver's own work, and that no fines 
shall be levied unless the imperfections 
complained o£ are first exhibited to the 
person whose wages are to be affected and 
the amount of fines is agreed upon by 
both, parties. 


There are times when a weaver is fined 


for somebody's else bad work, when a talk 
between the overseer and the employe 
would have shown where the fault really 
lay. 
The amendment secured through Mr. 


Delaney's efforts was intended to take 
away some of the power of an overseer, 
make him no longer the entire judge and 
jury in every case brought under his juris- 
diction. 


There are plenty of ways in which cloth 


may be spoiled and through no fault of the 
weaver, for which, however, the weaver 
bad to suffer, and could not. in many 
cases, even obtain the satisfaction of know- 
ing what for. Bad reeds, bad filling, soft 
sizing or hard sizing of warps, bad sel- 
vages, looms out of order, harness not set 
rightly, bad harnesses, bad "shuttles, black 
oil spots are examples of the numerous 
things which ruin cloth and for which the 


Weaver May Not Be to Blame. 


With all these difficulties to contend 


with, a weaver can hardly be expected to 
turn out perfect cloth, especially at the 
speed at which the looms are now run. j 
When the gears are out of order the take- 
up motion is liable to cause thick places in 
the cloth, and this invariably costs the 
weaver a dollar or more. 


In spite of the Delaney amendment this 


system of fining has been carried on by 
overseers, the desire of some being only to 
please their superiors, in order to keep 
their position or pave the way for a higher 
position. No weaver is allowed to use au 
oil can, yet if the oil drips down from the 
shafting overhead on to the cloth the 
weaver is fined, and many times pretty 
heavily. 


Judge McDonough's decision in the Har- 


graves mill case will act as a warning to 
the overseers who knew nothing of the 
Deianey amendment with a penalty of a 
fine not exceeding $100. 
A weaver can 


demand the right to see his work and the 
alleged imperfections, and if the overseer 
refuses this privilege the operative now has 
redress. 


During the last year the weavers' union 


has settled no less than 20 cases, and in 
each compelled the mill to do right by its 
employe. 


The victory in the Walsh case has great- 


ly encouraged the union, and should the 
counsel for the mill file a bill of exceptions, 
it is not improbable that action will be 
brought against Overseer Sullivan for vio- 
lation of the statutes.

The amendment to the lines bill passed 


through the efforts of ex-Heprcsentallve 
Delaney distinctly states that no fines 
shall be inflicted except for Jmperfecllons 
in a weaver's own work, and that no fines 
shall he levied unless the imperfections 
complained of are first exhlbiled to the 
person whose wages are to be affected and 
the amount of fines is agreed upon by 
both parties. 


There arc limes when a weaver is fined 


for somebody's else bad work, when a lalk 
between the overseer and the employe 
would have sbown where the fault really 
lay. The amendment secured through Mr. 
Delaney's efforts was intended to take 
away some of the power of an overseer, 
make him no longer the enlire judge and 
jury in every case brought under his juris- 
diction. 


There are plenly of ways in which cloth 


may be spoiled and through no fault of the 
weaver, for which, however, the weaver 
had Lo Buffer, and could not, in many 
cases, even obtain Hie satisfaction of know- 
ing what for. 
Bad reeds, had filling, soft 


sizing or hard sizing of warps, had sel- 
vages, looms out of order, harness not set 
rightly, bad harnesses, had* shuttles, black 
oil spots arc examples of Ihe numerous 
ihings which ruin eloth and for which Lhe 


Weaver May Not lie to Ulawu. 


With all these difficulties lo conlend 


wilh, a weaver can hardly he expected lo 
turn out perfect cloth, especially at the 
speed at which Ihe looms are now run. 
When the gears arc out of order the take- 
up motion is liable to cause thick places in 
the cloth, and this invariably costs the 
weaver a dollar or more. 


In spite of the Delaney amendment this 


system of fining has been carried on hy 
overseers, tho desire of some being only to 
please their superiors, in order lo keep 
ihelr position or pave the way for a higher 
ppsilion. No weaver is allowed lo use an 
oil can, yet if Lhe oil drips down from Ihe 
shafting overhead on lo Ihe clolh the 
weaver is lined, aud many times prclly 
heavily. 


Judge McDonongh's decision in the Ilar- 


graves mill case will act as a warning to 
Ihe overseers who knew nothing of Ihe 
Delaney amendment wilh a penally of a 
fine nol exceeding $100. A weaver can 
demand the right to see his work and the 
alleged imperfections, and if :he overseer 
refuses this privilege theoperalivc now has 
redress. 


Durine; the last year the weavers' union 


has sealed no less than

each compelled Ihe mill lo do right by its 
employe. 


The victory in the Walsh case has great- 


ly encouraged Ihc union, and should the 
counsel for the mill file a bill of exceptions, 
il is not improbable thai action will be 
bronchi against Overseer Sullivan for vio- 
lation of the slatuies.

No 
human being ever worked for the sake 
of working.

So with all work. In a ruder stage

How to Cook Faucakes. 


In order to have light pancakes it is 


absolutely essential to have a quick fire 
and the griddle or pan smoking hot. 
For those who have many cakes to cook 
at a time a high, narrow tin pail, with 
a long spout and a handle at the back 
near the bottom, is convenient, but one 
can manage with a pitcher that has a 
good lip. It is not wise to try to mix 
the batter in the pitcher, tor it cannot 
be done thoroughly. 


How to Ke6p ZampS Clean. 


The lamps should bs wiped with 


cheesecloth. The wicks should be trim- 
med with the sharp edge of a visiting 
card or with a poker, heated redhot 
and passed,over the .wick. This last 
method is a little troublesome, but it 
removes the cb.arred.jmit evenly. Wicks 
used for a long time, even when they 
do not become very short, grow thick 
and are apt to give forth an unpleasant 
odor. 
They should be renewed once a 


month at least. In duplex burners one 
wick should be trimmed in the opposite 
direction from the other. Bound wicks 
should be trimmed toward the center. 
Burners should be wiped free from bits 
of charred wick and drops of oil every 
day. Every now and then they should 
be boiled in strong soapsuds to make 
them perfectly clean.

Among some tidy housekeepers a habit pre- 
vails of carefully folding the coverlet each 
night and leaving the blankets exposed to 
the air.

calculated for convenience, and the open 
space between the base and the floor pre- 
vents any hMdeu accumulation of dust. 
The shelves and their contents are usually 
protected by light curtains weighted at the 
lower'end, so that they cannot be blown 
about by any light breath of air.

Cream Chocolates and Fig: Paste.

Sift in suffi- 
cient confectioners' SXX sugar to make a 
stiff paste, iv'ork all together until smooth, 
form into small balls, lay on grooved paper 
and set in a cool, dry place for two or three 
hows. Put half a pound of chocolate into 
a small tin saucepan and set in warm water 
to melt. Put one ball at a time on the end 
of a fork, dip into the melted chocolate un- 
til well covered, drain and slip onto greased 
paper. Stand in a cool place over night.

given, tells also how to make that dainty 
and inexpensive candy, fig paste: Chopiatn 
bits and boil a pound of figs; when soft, 
strain-and press through a sieve, leturB to 
the water m which theyweie boiled, and 
which should be reduced to a cupful; stu 
in 3 pounds of granulated sugar and cook 
down slowly until a thick paste is foimed. 
Pour in pans lined with paper; let cool; 
take out on the paper and cut into sections. 
Dust with powdered sugar. 


A ITine House Plant. 


The hoya—better known astiiewaxplfint 


—is named by The Housekeeper as one of 
the best o£ all "house plants, because it will' 
flourish in rooms where few other plants 
will do well. Its thick, leathery leaves en- 
able it to stand dust, diy air and heat, and 
we have but few plants of easier culth a- 
tion. Give it a rich soil, not too large a pot, 
plenty of water dui mg the growing season 
•—that is, eilough. to keep the soil moist all 
through, but never wet—a warm place to 
stand in, and it will flourish for years, its 
only enemy being the mealy bug. ^Vhen it 
once gets to blooming, it will give aunually 
a fine crop of floweis, its blooming season 
covering a period of some months. If 
grown on a trellis, it should be gi\ en a 
strong one, for the leaves are heavy, and 
one of the ordinary soit will not aSord the 
plant the suppoit it requhes.

entertain him. Here he finds that nature 
has provided many of the insects with tools 
and weapons more delicate than humau 
skill can produce, and he also sees how far 
behind man is in the manufacture of some 
of the everyday implements. 


The saw, for instance, he finds was in- 


vented long before it was made of steel and 
iron, and the common fly carries one about 
with him, and has for ages, mo"re delicate 
than man can make even at the present 
day. Another saw which, rivals the one of 
the fly in delicacy is furnished not by au 
insect, but by .the little hermit crab that 
scrambles about the rook pools on the sea- 
shore. 


But nature as often provides a weapon as 


she does a tool. All know about the sharp 
pointed sting of th.6 bee, and while the ma- 
joritrrhave perhaps felt it very few know 
how it looks. A good sharp one from a 
ffoneybee is a little less than one-eighth of 
an inch long. Connecting with these stings 
in the bee is a tube wiich runs to the reser- 
voir of poison. The small orifice from 
which this poison issues is near the point. 
Another feature of this sting is the fact 
that along its surface ate minute barbs 
turning backward from the point. These 
points cause the sting to work farther into 
flesh and are what, causes the sting to be so 
difncult to remove. 


This feature is better illustrated by the 


stinging hairs of the caterpillar, Empretia 
stiinuliE. It will be readily understood 
how these hairs would work into a wound 
after they once got a start. They are barbed 
arrow s, and the sensation of them crowding 
into the flesh, at every movement is not 
pleasant. 


The sting of the mosquito has none of 


these barbs, but when magnified it is a vil- 
lainous looking affair. No wonder, with 
such a sharp tool as this, that my lady mos- 
quito (the male has no sting) can so soon 
draw blood after alighting ou an unsus- 
pecting victim. 


The comb which, nature has given, the 


spider comes more properly under the head 
of a tool than a -weapon and is located in

insect, but by .the little hermit crab that 
scrambles about the rock pools on the sea- 
shore. 


But nature as often provides a weapon as 


sho does a tool. All know about the sharp 
pointed stine of the bee, and while the ma- 
jority have perhaps felt it very'few know 
how it looks. A good sharp one from a 
Honeybee is a little less than one-eighth of 
an inch long. Connecting with these slinks 
in the bee is a tube which rims to the reser- 
voir of poison. The small oriflcc from 
which this poison issues Is near the point 
Another feature of this sting is the fact 
that along its surface are minute bnrbs 
turning backward from the point 
These 


points cause the sting to work farther into 
flesh and are what causes the sting to he so 
difficult to remove*. 


This feature is better illustrated by the 


stinging hairs of the caterpillar, Emnretia 
slimula;. It will bfe readily understood 
how these hairs would woi-k into a wound 
after they once got a start. They are barbed 
arrows, nnd the sensation of them crowding 
into the flesh, at every movement is not 
pleasant.

Important Decrease in Failures 


Business Finns.

Evidences of present improvement in 
business multiply, but 
confidence in 


future improvement does not seem to in- 
crease. The most distinct gain is in iron 
and steel manufactures. 


Shipments of boots and shoes from the 


cast are 14.8 per cent smaller than a year 
ago for the same week, and purchases are 
still mainly of medium or low priced 
goods. 


In textile manufactures and dry goods 


there are increased activity and repleuish- 
znent of stocks, as are natural at this &ea- 
Bon. But the demand thus far falls 
much short of expectations, and its char- 
acter indicates great economy in con- 
sumption. 
A reduction in W.imsutta 


sheetings and in Garner's fancy prints to 
414 cents indicates 
the 
judgment of 


leading concerns that make this require 
more stimulation than usual. In woolens 
also, manufacturers are increasing produc- 
tion, mainly in a tentative way, or on or- 
ders which are little more than sufficient 
to test the market. 


But the sales of wool at three chief 


markets for the week have been 5,150,300 
pounds, against 3,598,750 pounds for the 
same week last year, and in the past five 
weeks the decrease has been only 12 per 
cent, which is a marked improvement, in 
pare due to the fact that the mills having 
any orders are buying at once what wool 
they expect to need for months to come. 


Wheat advanced 1-2 cent. 
Sales ot cotton were larger, at first with 


some decline, which was afterward re- 
covered. 


Encouraging. 


The volume of domestic trade shown by 


clearings decreases for the week 17 4 per 
cent outside Xew York, and 34.9 per cent 
here, compared with last year. In for- 
eign trade, changes are ah>o for the better, 
exports having been large, and for four 
weeks 14 per cent larger than last year, 
while the decrease in imports for Feb- 
ruary was 37 per cent. Thus customs 
revenue does not improve, and for the 
week has been 51 per cent less than last 
year, the decrease in internal revenue be- 
ing 16 per cent. 


Money is weak, with further decrease 


in the demand for commercial loans. 


Failures are growing less important, 


and somewhat fewer also. 
For the week 


ending March 1 the liabilities thus far re- 
poi ted were only $2,987,832, and for four 
weeks of February $lt,SS6,091, of which 
$(i,73'.',015 were of manufacturing 
and 


$27,007,127 of trading concerns. 


The number of failures during the past 


week has been 248 in the United States 
against 193 last year, and GO in Canada 
agninst 32 last year. Scarcely a single one 
is of importance, and it is gratifying that 
the consequences of the great reverse last 
year have been so far overcome.

Cause a Bitter Fight 


In the Senate. 


'ATE OF SUBSTITUTE Blhli UN- 


CERTAIN. 


t May Be Laid Over Till The Next 


Session. 


'WisurxGTOX, March 10.—Undoubtedly 
here will be 11 determined effort when the 
ariff bill reaches the senate to have the 
ncome tax feature eliminated, and it 
ooksas if the Democratic senators who 
.re not satisfied with the bill would 
make this portion of it their chief point 
)f attack. 


Senator Hill will lead off in the assault 


upon the income tax and he probably will 
be supported by Senators Smith, Brice. 
Murphy and a few other Democratic 
ienators, as well as by a majority of the 
Republican senators. The opponents of 
-he tax claim that the bill will provide 
lufficieiit revenue to meet the require- 
ments of the government without tue 
additional amount which the levy on in- 
come would Rive, and that because of 
ihis fact there is no longer any excuse 
for it 


The majority, if not all the Democratic 


members of the finance committee, will 
lold out stubbornly for the tax. One of 
them has said that he believes it to be the 
moat popular feature of the bill, and while 
they would expect to lose some Demo- 
cratic votes on an amendment to strike 
out this portion of the bill, they would 
get the votes of all three of the Populist 
lenators and of about 10 of the itepubli- 
:an senators. 


Hard to Get Opinions. 


There was less disposition among sena- 


iors and especially amoue members of the 
finance committee to discuss the tariff 
situation than at any time within the 
past month. 


Senators Allison, Sherman and Alririch, 


Republican members of the committee, 
expressed no opinions when they received 
the bill, but there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will adhere to their deter- 
mination, expressed previously, to ask a 
full explanation from the Democratic 
members of the changes made in the 
tariff system, by the pending measure. 
They 
have 
heretofore expressed the 


opinion that if this request should be 
granted it would be impossible to report 
the bill for three weeks after its receipt. 


The Democratic members, who by rea- 


son ol their superior numbers have this 
matter largely in their own hands, have 
not indicated just what concessions they 
would make as to time. Senator Voorhees 
has not indicated what time he consid 
ered ample, nor Mr. Jones how far the 
committee would be willing to allow the 
Republicans to assume responsibility for 
delay. 


Some of the Republican senators ex- 


press the opinion that if the bill cannot 
be recommitted, it may be possible to de- 
lay its passage until next fall, and possi- 
bly force it over until the next session of 
congress. 


Coupled with this statement Is an as- 


sertion that some of the Democratic sena- 
tors would not be unwilling to have it 
suffer this fate, but the Democratic sena- 
tors who are counted upon to aid in this 
work are not expressing opinions upon 
the question. 


Much Depends Upon Hill. 


Much intefest is felt in Senator Hill's 


forthcoming speech. 
He said that he 


could not yet say when he would deliver 
it, and repeated that he would not out- 
line his position until then. "NVhile open- 
ing the numerous telegrams this morn- 
ing, he remarked casually: "Occasionally 
you flnd a man who does not find the bi 
perfect."

Long Branch Luier by "a Pretty Piece ol 
Work"—The New York Banker Nevei 
Understood Why He lout 85,000 Straieht. 


To beat a gambling house by nnder- 


muded schemes is an almost impossible 
thing. All the important gambling es- 
abhshmenta in this part of the country 
employ men to look out for such attempts, 
mil the number of times when faro carda 
mve been "fixed," cogged hazard dice 
lUbntituled, roulette wheels "corked" or 
any similar [fames played successfully by 
:amblers against "the bouse" can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 
The 


gambler of today must depend on bis lu<»'c 
to come out aheo.d of the cards, the dice 
or the 11 heel. 


One of tho few schemes and perhaps the 


most successful ever perpetrated on a gam- 
bling house in this part of the country 
was worked in Phil Daly's placa at Long 
Branch, known as Monte Carlo, Jr., by a 
rang of crooks headed by Bed Leary, since 
iilled on Sixth avenue by a brick which a 
companion of his tossed in the air, and 
ny big IPrank McCoy, the bank robber. 
The game was roulette, and although the 
affair occurred nearly 10 years ago no ac- 
count of it ever was made public, and 
even the chief loser, the late Charles Fred- 
erick Woerrishoffer, a well known banker 
of this city, never knew of the crooked 
work that lost him $5,000 within three 
liouig. 


When Leary, McCoy and three others, 


one of whom is a well known bunko man, 
arrived at Long Branch ono day that sum- 
mer, a report got abroad that they were go- 
ing to make an organized attempt at rob- 
bing the big safe in Monte Carlo, Jr. Ev- 
ery night five guards slept in the gambling 
btouse with loaded shotguns at their heids, 
but they might have spared themselves 
;he trouble. The five crooks would'come 
over in the afternoon, lounge about the 
bouse until evening, when they would 
piny, but not heavily, and gen^r^Uy lose. 
They always played roulette. There_came 
n night, however, when they stoppe'd los- 
ing und won enough to make up all their 
looses ten times over. On tho afternoon pre- 
vious I'hil Daly had noticed JfcCoy and 
one of tho others taking u great interest 
in the roulette wheel und aaid to Major 
Crump, vthoao duty it was to look the ta- 
bles over and see that everything was 
right, before play began: 


"Those fellotvs are up to something-. I 


thiuk they're going to try to' plug up 
borne of the numbers in tlie roulette wheel 
and then play the adjoining numbers. 
Look out that the wheel isn't corked." 


Crump e:uimiued the wheel with partic- 


ular caro that evening, but found nothing 
wrong. McCoy and Leary didn't come 
around, buttwoof their pals did, and they 
began playing heavily. About the same 
time Mr. Woermlioft'er, who was a con- 
stant custoiifer, came iu and sat down on 
the other side of the wheel opposite the 
two crooks. 


"I think I'm going to win tonight," lie 


said to Frank Snyder, who was croupier 
on hia side, "Give me SI,000 worth of 
chips. I'll play B and 13 " 


He began by putting J'30 on each of the 


numbers and watched his coin disappear 
without a winning. His $1,000 had gone 
in little more than no time, and neither 6 
nor 13 had turned up. 


"They'll turn up pretty soon," he snid 


aa he bought his second thousand dollars' 
count in chips. "Thirty-five to one, when 
I hit It, will soon square me." 


But his second thousand went the way 


of the first without either number turning 
up. Still he persisted, insisting that the 
luck would soon come his way hard. 
Meanwhile the crooks on the other side of 
the wheel were playing hep.vily on Nos 8 
and 11, on the first 12, which pays 2 to 1, 
and on the middle column, which pays 
the same, and they were winning on all 
with remarkable persistency as steadily as 
Woerrishoffer, nt the other end, was los- 
ing. 
After his fifth thousand had gone 


and his numbers had not shown up once, 
Banker Woerrishoffer said to Snyder: 


"Well, Frank, there's no luck for me 


tonight. 
I've lost $5,000 on 0 and 13, and 


that's enough for one evening. This isn't 
their night on. I'll try 'em again tomor- 
row." 


"The luck is nt'the other end," replied 


Snyder. "Those fellows on the other end 
are hitting us hnrd." 


The two crooks played on, and still they 


won. Each played the limit every time on 
the middle column and the first 12, and 
$10 nt every turn of the wheel on Nos. S 
and 11, and so remarkable wns their luck 
that other smaller caliber players began 
to follow them with ill results to the 
bank. When finally Major Crump, who 
was spinning the wheel, called the last 
turn, the two men were about $10,000 
spieco ahead. 
They and the rest of the 


McCoy-Leary gang left Long Branch on 
the following day. When tho wheel stop- 
ped, Snyder leaned over to Crump and 
whispered: 


"\eithcr G nor 13 has turned up once 


tonight. There's something wrong with 
tho \vhcel." 


"Can't bel" returned Crump. "Hooked 


it over carefully before the game began. 
I'll swear there Isn't a cork inthewbeel.'1 


"Well, let's look it ovor," suggested 


Snyder, and the two began to examine the 
wheel. Their investigation failed to dis- 
cover any Ko. 6 or 13 on tho wheel. They 
tried again and found two Xo. 8's am! two 
I1 's. Over Ko. o a square of very fine tis- 
sue, the exact counterpart of Ko. S, had 
been bet in, and in like manner 11 bad 
been substituted for 13. Besides doubling 
the two numbers, thiaput one extra chance 
in the first 1- and two chances in the mid- 
dle column. 
Crump turned to Sirydcr: 


"Now I get onto why those fellows 


plnycd the s;uue numbers right through," 
lie said. "They must have filed tho wheel 
this afternoon. It's as pretty a piece of 


ork ns l'\ a o\ er seen, but it'll never go 


Bgam here."' 


Daly liimsdf was summoned to examine 


the wheel. I le declared that not even the 
best trained eye could have detected the 
ounterfeit and told his two employees to 
say nothmgabout itleat it should hurt the 
reputation of the bank. So well did they 
keep the .secret that when Woerrishoffer 
died some time later be •nns still in igno- 
rance of the reaion that the wheel ran so 
persistently iiL:ain**t him on the night that 
lie had the remarkable ill luck of choosing 
for play the only two numbers wot on the 
wheel.—Kew York Sun.

At any rate, he wanted 
to get his daughter away from her 
mother. On Tuesday night Russell ap- 
peared at her honaa, ahe claims, and en- 
deavored to break in, whereupon she fired 
at him, but didn't hit him. 
Russell 


denied the story, but it obtained pub- 
licity, and he was discharged by the 
People's Gas Light company, in whose 
employ he served, aud this, with the no- 
toriety he had attained, seems to have 
completely unnerved him. 


A gentleman occupying au adjoining 


apartment to Russell's beard groans of 
agony emanating from his room yester- 
day, and his door was broken down, when 
a most horrible sight was revealed. 


Russell had first attempted to cut his 


throat witn an ordinary jackknife, but 
had only succeeded in severing several of 
the small veins. With the blood stream- 
ing from a score of wounds, he had stag- 
gered about the room in the search for his 
razor with which to complete the job. 
Russell's wife was to have applied for n 
divorce today.
